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' method and apparatus for soft tissue enhancement 

Abstract of the Disclosure 

A dome for applying a vacuum to a patient's skin surface is 
comprised of a generally rigid dome capable of withstanding a pressure 
differential, with a rim cushion underlying the rim of the dome for supporting a 
rim from the patient's skin surface. The rim may be generally wider than the 
dome in order to distribute the attendant forces across a greater surface and 
avoid tissue damage. A sticky sole underlies the rim cushion and seals the 
rim cushion to the patient's skin to thereby preserve the vacuum within the 
dome. The sticky sole may be comprised of any adhesive material or even be 
achieved through the use of an appropriate material for the rim cushion itself. 
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There are various changes and modifications which may be made to the 
invention as would be apparent to those skilled in the art. However, these 
changes or modifications are included in the teaching of the disclosure and it 
is intended that the invention be limited only by the scope of the claims 
appended hereto. 
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
